1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on November 6, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Applicants' amendments filed October 30, 2007 and March 6, 2008 are 
acknowledged and have been entered. Claims 2-16, 19-22, 35-1 15 and 1 18 have 
been canceled. Claims 1, 17, 18, 23-27, 29-34 and 1 16 have been amended. 
Claims 1, 17, 18, 23-27, 29-34 and 1 16 are now pending in the present application. 

It is noted that the filing date of the presently claimed invention is August 1 , 
2003, which is the date when the claimed sequences were first disclosed. 

All rejections have been withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendment to the 
claims and/or comments.
